LINCOLN QUOTED 
AS COURT FREES 
A COUNTERFEITER} 


Like ena 3, Judge Dyer 
Finds Case Where Punishment 
Would Do No Good. 





Judge Dyer Monday quoted a Lincoln 
phrase in granting clemency to Edward 
J. Flood, confessed maker and passer | 
of counterfeit half dollars. 

“Secretary Stanton was very insistent 
on the death penalty for soldiers who 
violated the rules,” said Judge Dyer. 
“Once he demanded that a young. sen- 
try who had gone to sleep at his post 
should be executed. 

“I don’t believe shooting would do

dent Lincoln, and he refused to permit 
the execution. 

“Tt feel. about this case just as Lincoln 
did. I don’t believe a penitentiary term 
will do this man any good. I sentence 
him to 45~days in jail, to begin at the 
time of his arrest, and to pay a $506 
fine, collectible on execution,”’ 

As Flood had been in jail 45 days, 
the sentence meant his immediate re- 
lease. He will not be placed in jail 
to serve out the fine, which will be col- 
lected only in case a levy can be made 
on property to,.that amount. Flood is 
said to be without money or property. 
Flood was arrested at a bazar in 
Lemp’s Hall, given by the Church of the 
Assumption. Miss Florence Steinmann 
of 1209A Sidney street took a counterfeit 
half dollar from him in payment for 
a paddle in a raffle, and notified a po- 
liceman. United States secret service 
officers were summoned, and when 
Flood approached Miss Steinmann and 
offered another bad coin, Edward J. 
McHugh of the eporet service arrested 
him.

Expert Finds Defective Work in 
House Resulted in Saturday’s 
Tragedy. 








HE HAS TWO. THEORIES 





One Is That Two Lines Were 
Crossed in the Street Adding 
Extra Volts. 





A. C. Einstein, president of the 
King Electric Co., has begun an in- 
vestigation to determine how Mrs. 
Charles H. Henninger, -wife of the 
editor of the St. Louis County Her- 
ald;. was killed by a.. electrical shock 
in the basemént of her home at 1330 
Perguges avenue, Saturday, at the 
same/ time that her husband was 
shocked. | 

An inspection of the wiring of the 
premises shawed, according’ to Ein- 
stein, that there was no insulation 
between the outer shell of the socket 


in the basement and the two con- 
tacts. 
It appeafed from the manner ir 
which Mrs. Henninger was burned 
that she must have put her thumb 
and finger of her left hand on the 
socket when.she went to turn on the 
current, 
Einstein has two theories as to how 
the accidents happened... One is that 
there was a ground wire in the house, 
which caused the electricity to be flow- 
ing through the wires at the time Mrs. 
Henninger touched the socket. She was 
standing on the ground in the basement 
when she touched the socket and got 
the’ shock that killed her. 
“Has Second Theory. 
Another theory is that she may have 
touched the socket at the exact instant 
that a primary wire fell acros®a sec- 
ondary wire half a block from her 
home. The ‘primary wire burned the 
secondary wire in two in an instant, 
but during that instant the secondary 
wires in the neighborhood were charged 
with 2300 volts of electricity. 
She would have been killed instantly 
if she had touched either the socket or 
the key, while standing on the ground, 
when the wires were so heavily charged. 
“Such accidents may be caused by 
improper wiring,’’ said President Ein- 
stein. " pe have no control over the 
wiring/of a consumer’s premises. The 
fact ‘thet there was no insulation be- 
tween’ the outer shell and the two con- 
tacts of the sockets shows that the 
hous® “was poorly wired.

A shock from 2300 volts of electricity 
would contract the blood vessels, shut- 
ting off the flow of the blood to and 
from the heart, and cause instant death, 
Expert Gives Views. 
Hugo Wurdach, un electrical expert, 
says the accident might have been 
caused by the burning out of a trans- 
“former, which sogng umes occurs in wet 
weather. 
“A transformer might burn out,” said 
Wurdach, ‘“‘permitting the 2300 volts of 
electricity to flow from the primary 
wires through the secondary wires. Any 
person, standing on the ground, touch- 
ing a socket or a key under such con- 
ditions, would be killed instantly. Biec- 
tric wires in a basement are nearly al- 
ways dangerous.

Decrys Use of.Roads for Racing 
by ‘More Respectable Class 
of Offenders.”’

Automobilists who violate the speed 
law were stigmatized as ‘insolent and 
persistent criminals’’ by Judge Wurde- 
man in his charge to the new St. Louls 
County grand jury in the Clayton Cir- 
cult Court Monday. The new body, 
which will be known as the May grand 
jury, is the first impaneled In the coun- 
ty since last September. 

Judge Wurdeman declared that the 
city.is to blame for a large share of all 
the county lawbreaking “The  off- 
scouring of the City of St. Louis,”’ h? 
said, “forms whatever criminal element 
exists in our midst. In proportion ic 
population, the amount of crime com- 
mitted by bona fide inhabitants of this 
county is very small. The slums and 
byways of the city contribute to us 
their .overflow of lawbreakers, whose 
prosecution and conviction is under- 
taken at the expense of the county's 
taxpayers. ; 
“A more respectable class of of- 
fenders,’’ he continued, “if there is any 
caste in crime, is composed of the au- 
jtomobilists who infest our roads and 
monopolize them>as speedways for the 
purpose of racing, demonstratifig and 
joy riding, to the danger of our citizens 
who traverse the roads and pay for their 
maintenan>.. 

“This class of criminals is insolent 
and -persistent in lawlessness, and 
evasive of capture and prosecution. 
Means sheu'd be provided to bring them 
to justice, for they are a. constant 
menace to life and limb.’ 

Speaking cf violation of the liquor 
laws, Judge Wurdeman said it was pos- 
sible that at some places in the county 
illegal Sunday saloons were being main- 
tained under the thin guise of clubs, 
whose membership cards were to be had 
for the asking. 

“Even if these clubs are allowed to 
exist in re‘tghboring jurisdictions,’’ he 
said, ‘‘they ought not to be tolerated 
here.”’ 

He urged enforcement of the law 
against carrying concealed weapons, 
and declared the penitentiary to be 
the proper abode for those who habitu- 
ally arm themselves.

TER PHANTOM OF 


‘THEOPERA’ TORUN 


IN POST-DISPATCH 


Great Story Tells Secrets of the 
Underground Life of Famous 
Paris Building. 


5 STORIES: BELOW STREET 


There Are 2531 Doors, With 
7593 Keys and Scores of 
- Chambers. 


Many persons who have been in the 
great opera house in Paris, and more 
who have never visited it, will think 
that Gaston Leroux has created a bulid- 
ing out of his tmagination for the scene 
of his latest story, “The Phantom of 
the Opera.” which begins in the next 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. They are famf- 
far enough, by experience or hearsay, 
with the splendid stairway, the foyers 
and the auditorium, but all that world 
of underground and overground Iffe de- 
scribed by M. Leroux they will put down 
to sheer invention. FoF some reason or 
other considerable segrecy seema to be 
preserved about the opera house, and 
the guide books and ordinary travel 
works contain only a meager descrip- 
tion of the obvious external features of 
a building that cost more than the Co- 
lumbian Exposition. How closely M. 
Leroux has stuck to fact is shown by 
an article in Scribner’s ' 
1878, a short time after the 
Was completed. 

“The new opera house, commenced 
under the empire and finished under the 
republic, is the most complete building 
of the kind in the world, and in many 
respects the most beautiful. No Buro- 
pean capital possesses an opera house 
so comprehensive in plan and execution, 
and none can boast an edifice equally 
vast and splendid. ' 

“The site of the opera house was 
chosen in 1861. It was determined to lay 
the foundation exceptionally deep and 
strong. It was well known that water 
would be met with, but it was tmposei- 
ble to foresee at what depth or in what 
quantity it would be found. Exceptional 
depth also was necessary, as the stage 
arrangements were to be such as to ad- 
mit a scene 8 feet high to be lowered 
on itg frame. It was therefore neces- 


sary to lay a foundation in a soi) soaked 


with water which should be sufficiently 
solid to sustain a weight of 22,000,000 


pounds, and at the same time to be per- 


fectly dry, as the cellars were intended 
for the storage of scenery and proper- 
ties. 

“The section of the building set azide 
for the use ef the Emperor Napoleon 
was to have included an antechamber 
for the bodyguerds, a salon for the 
alds-de-camp, a large salon and s 
smaller one for the Empress, hat and 
cloak rooms, etc. Moreover, there were 
to be in close proximity to the entrance 
stables for three coaches, for the out- 


riders’ horpes, and for 21 horsemen act- 


ing as an escort; a station for a squad 
of infantry of 81 men and 10 centgardes, 
and a stable for the horses of the lat- 
ter, and besides, a salon for 15 or @® 
domestics. Thus arrangements had to 
be made to accommodate in this part 
of the buflding about 100 persons, 50 
horses and half a dozen carriages. The 
fall of the Empire suggested some 
changes, but ample provision still ex- 
ists for Gener gendres: 


“Some estimate may be 
arrived at by sitting before the oon- 
clerge an hour or go before the represen- 
tion commences. First appear the stage 
carpenters, who are always 70, and 
sometimes, when L/Africaine, for exam- 
aple, with his ship scene, is the opera, 
110 strong. Then come stage uphol- 
scterers, whose sole duty is to lay car- 
pets, hang curtains, etc.; gas men and 

a squad of firemen. Claquers, callboys, 
Fn men, dressers, coffeurs, super- 
numeraries, and artists, follow. The 
eraries number about 100: some 
are hired by the year, but the ‘masses’ 
are generally recruited at the last min- 
ute and are generally working men whe 
seek to add to their meager earnings. 
There are about 100 cheristers and 
about 8 musicians.

Custom Officers Seize Travelers’

NEW YORK, May 1.—Mystery sur- 
rounds the detention on the steamship 
New York last night of Mrs. Kate Ja- 
cobs and her daughter, Bessie, who 
were held in their staterooms following 
the .arrival of the liner. This unusual 
action was taken by detectives in the 
employ of the Treasury Department, 
who were working in connection with the 
Department of Commerce and Labor and 
police headquarters. 

To add to the mystery David Jacobs, 
who said he is a jeweler and who ap- 
peared to meet his wife.and daughter, 
was held for several hours on. the pier. 

While Jacobs was under examination 
it developed that he had in his pocket- 
book . the address of Mrs. Maldwin 
Drummond, who before her recent mar- 
rlage was the widow of “Marshall Field 
Jr. of Chicago, and who recently re- 
ported the loss of jewels valued at $130,- 
000 while crossing the Atlantic on the 
liner Amerika, which reached port Feb. 
20. 

Jacobs explained that while he had 
never seen Mrs. Drummond ke knew of 
her loss and hoped to s:l! jewels to her, 
snd hence he had jotted down her 
name and memorandum to the effect 
that she had lived at tne Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel-while in London. 

Denies Address Proves Anything. 

“‘My having the address of Mrs. 
Drummond proves nothing” said Jacobs 
to a reporter for the Post-Dispatch. 
“The customs officers are trying to 
make me admit I had dealings with 
her.’ 

With Jacobs at the pier ‘were two of 
his daughters. They were preparing to 
welcome the returning travelers, when 
four special treasury agents, two de- 
tectives from the central office, mem- 
bers of the steamship’s staff of offi- 
cers, accompanied by Surveyor of the 
Port Henry, Deputy Surveyor Raccie- 
wicz, acting Deputy Surveyor Harris 
and Immigration Boarding Officer Ode- 
neal appeared. 

They, it seems, had boarded the ship 
at Quarantine and had been closeted 
with Mrs. Jacobs and daughter in their 
stateroom. ; 

As the two women came ashore they 
were in tears, and it was noted that 
they were still under surveillance. 
They had hardly landed before they 
were told to return to the ship. There 
they were) searched, while a customs 
inspector | stationed himself. - outside 
their room. 

While this was going on, Jacobs was 
questioned by the authorities. Soon he 
was taken to a room on the plier, where 
the questioning was continved. His 
daughters were not allowed’ to hear 
what was going on. Finally ail three 
were allowed to go aboard the steamer 
and meet Mrs, Jacobs. and her daugh- 
ter.

TWO KILLED BY FLAMES} 


Men Women and Children in| 
the Street All Night—Blaze 
Lasted 7 Hours.

BANGOR, Me., May 1.—Homeless, wet, 
hungry and exhausted by the long fight 
against the fire which last night de- 
stroyed practically a third of Bangor, 
thousands of persons today faced the 
problems of providing themselves with 
food, shelter and clothing, while city 
and State authorities began’ the : con- 


sideration of plans for the reneees os 


the city. 
‘When dawn broke over the stricken 


jcity today, hundreds of groups of men. 


women and children could be seen hud- 
aled around smoldering bonfires or 
stretched along the edge of the smok- 
ing ruins endeavoring to warm and dry 
themselves. 
Rain Puts Out Fire. 

Although the rain brought tiveouitede 
tc the homeless, it was the means of 
bringing under control the fire which 
raged for more than seven hours last 
night. At a time when the battle 
against the flames seemed hopeless, a 
providentia!l shift of wind and a down- 
pour of rain drove the fire back over the 
burned district and drowned out the 
flames. 

At 7:4 a. m. 
tually extinguished. The third of the 
city destroyed includes some of the 
finest homes in the residential part of 
Bangor, all of the public buildings with 
the exception of the city hall and the 
greater part of the retail section. 

Estimates of the probable loss varied 
but it was generally thought that at 
least $6,000,000 worth of property had 
been destroyed. The loss of life, so far 
as known this morning, was confined 
to two persons and only half a dozen 


injured had been admitted to the hos- 


pitals. 
Help fer Hometess, 

The rain and change of wind having 
solved the problem of controlling the 
fire, the attention of the authorities 
was directed today toward housing the 
homeless and feeding the hungry. Ev- 
ery householder in Bangor, whose home 
escaped destruction, opened his doors 
last night to less fortunate, but in spite 
of this thousands were forced to spend 
the night in the streets, surrounded by 
the few articles of clothing and house- 
hold utensils they had been able to 
gave from the flames. Many of these 
suffered greatly from cold and ex-

The eight months’ investigation of the milk 








of Social Economy of Washington University, 
shows that the milk consumers of the city are 
practically without protection from impure and 
* Infected milk, because of lack of control of the 
supply, most of which is from dairies outside the 
city. “Under the present conditions,” says Dr. 
George B. Mangold, who conducted the investiga- 
tion, “there is no way by which the dairies in st. 
Louis County and in other counties of Missouri 
and in Illinois, which sell their milk in St. Louis, 

can be inspected. Conditions in some of these 
dairies would create a small panic if generally 
Lnown to those who consume the milk,” 

There is nothing new about this. From time to 
time the Post-Dispatch has called attention to it 
and demanded adequate protection for milk con- 
sumers. The State Board of Health ts charged 
with the duty of safeguarding the health of the 
people, and this must include the duty of enforcing

MISSOURI! AND THE HANNA SYSTEM. 

Missouri is ready to begin business in supply- 
ing the country with iron whenever it finds an 
opening. The opening it had made for itself 
by the use of natura] advantages, famous during 
the nineteenth century, was closed as part of 


the political history represented by the late 


Marcus A, Hanna. 

‘This history is now somewhat ancient in prac- 
tical politics. In the practical business of sup- 
plying the United States with iron it still makes 
the map. Some evidence of how it ia done comes 
cut after the work of the Federal grand jury at 
Cleveland. Among those whose methods are 
described in several of the 101 counts of the 13 
indictments found by the grand jury are the 
president and vice-president of the M. A. Hanna 
company. Its operations make it “one of the 
largest iron ore, pig iron, coal and coke concerns 
ia the country.” But it is not the Hanna com- 
pany which makes the iron and steel] map. It is 
the Hanna system, surviving as an indictable 
offense and controlling far enough to use its own 
pleasure in.stopping work that is not only lawful 
but necessary for the welfare of the country. 

Missouri has lost 15 years in the development 
of its fron mines since this system of conspiracy 
began dictating where work shall and shall not 
beedone. Between 1898 and 1904, when the sys- 
tem was perfecting its political contro] of Amer- 
ican opportunities, the country was urged to con- 
centrate its attention on “the open door in the 
Hast.” As at present, there is nothing Asiatic 
to distract attention from the evidence submitted 
to the Cleveland grand jury, Missouri may hope 
for the final restoration of the key which now 
locks up its wealth of fron in the Ozarks, and 
keeps it there because its use would interfere 
}with the Hanna system of indictable “rake-offs.” 
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The stand-pat organs say the President is 
against the farmers’ free-list bill and it should 
therefore be voted down; and that he is in favor 
of the reciprocity measure and it should, there- 
fore, be voted down.

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THE VALUE OF SUAVITY.. 

Berlin, London and Washington advices unite 
in intimating that the American Government 
does not sufficiently value urbanity and suavity in 
its diplomatic communications. German suscepti- 
bilities have been wounded by the brusque meth- 
ods of some of the men who write and talk in the 
name of our State Department. The potash ne- 
gotiations were conducted, on our part, with some- 
thing very like asperity. We are accused of hav- 
ing used language to Germany that was only suit- 
able for a lecture to a small Central American 
or South American state. 

It is our fixed belief that the United States 
should be polite to all nations, big and little. The 
language of the American business man, admira- 
ble as it is in its proper place, is a trifle too curt 
for the usés of diplomacy. Business is always in 
‘a~hurry and diplomacy never is. We are in- 
formed on the high authority of the London 
Standard’s Berlin correspondent that “the Ger- 
man ambassadors and ministers still favor the 
elaborately cou us phrases of the old-time 
diplomacy.” Suth being the case, let our Gov- 
ernment use such phrases. It takes more time 
to construct them, and they are works of art when 
finished by the hand of a master, but the result 
is worth the labor. 

All American statesmen who are concerned 
with diplomacy should make a study of Matthew 
Arnold and enter into the spirit of his gospel of 
sweetness and light. Let it also be remembered 
that there can be no refined irony in a communi- 
cation that does not include urbanity and suavity 
as it ground work. 
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The greatest need of the Amphitrite in this 
harbor is to rescue the naval reserves from the 
Huntress and the Huntress from its wayward 
habits of shipwreck. 
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Most Missourians who have left the State in the 
hope of .bettering health or fortune may be as 
homesick at times as Mr. H. Thomas may have 
been when he wrote from California to the Post- 
Dispatch that he will be glad to live and die in 
Missouri, if he can get back. 

Leaving out the loca] attachment which pro- 
duces homesickness, this letter from California 
was inspired by vivid impressions which help to 
define one of the most important facts in the 
American life of the present. The opportunities 
which existed during the nineteenth century in 
the Far West exist there no longer. As an-ex- 
ample of the Pacific Coast and of the Far West 
generally, California is a good state for those who 
are entirely at home in it. For others, it may 
be not only from the beginning, but inevitably to 
the end, what this homesick Missourian finds 
it, when he finds himself caught by the grip of 
ita ¢ystem. The system is that of monopolizing 
and controlling its own opportunities, so that the 
full advantage of them can belong only to the 
privileged few. California does not deny this. 
It protests, openly and vainly. As the system 
works. automatically in California, its denial of 
‘epportunity is much greater than in Missouri or in 
the Central West generally. It is perhaps greater 
than even in. New York or Massachusetts. 

This is measurably true for the further West 
as it is in the Far West. The pioneer period 
is hopelessly over so far as opportunities are 
concerned. They are monopolized now under a 
high: pressure system which works even more 
against the newcomer in California than in Con- 
necticut or Rhode Island. If the worst in Mis- 
souri were twice as bad, it would still be : bet- 
ter than the best in the present California, where, 
if life is a privilege, the opportunity for making 
the best of it is controlled by the privileged few, 
for whom the rest are material for exploitation.

There are a number of 
drugless healers, well schooled in their profes- 
sion who, if allowed to do so, could alleviate 
much suffering among: people who have old

CHICAGO, May 1.—Bobby Wallace, 
the manager of the Browns, has ap- 
parently started an innovation.

Wallace jerked the big- pinch-hitter 
and sent ‘‘Lefty’’ George to the slab. 
The southpaw had not tossed a ball and 
was cold when he went on the mound. 
He -pitched beautifully, however, and 
stopped the Sox. 

Hard to Figure This. 

The Browns had a chance to tie the 
score in the seventh and Wallace sent 
Sehweitzer to hit for the pitcher. But 
do you suppose that.one of those St. 
Louis twirlers went out to warm up? 
Nix. When the inning was at an end 
Joe Lake went to the slab. He hadn't 


thrown a ball, and his warm-up consist-} 


ed of tossing the regular number of 
balls toward the plate. 

The new manager of the St. Louis 
aggregation apparently figures that a 
warmup is not necessary for the twirl- 
er. 

George went in cold and held the Sox 
withoyt a run, and the chances are 
that the score would have been 3 to 1, 
if he had been permitted to remain.
